Ottawa.—The department of the in- 
terior has recently issued new regu- 
lations governing the disposal of min- 
eral rights on government lands, the 


property of the crown. 
The lands in question are situated 


in Manitoba, Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
@and the North West Territories, The 
purpose is to revive the regulations 
relative to all mineral rights. but the 
feecine subjects being dealt with at 
is time relate to petroleum, natural 

gas and tar-sand rights. 

The purpose in promulgating the 
new regulations is to conserve to the 
people of Canada their interest in the 
natural, resources that remain in the 
control. of the government while af- 
fording every opportunity and*induce, 
ment for the investment of capital 
in their actual development. 

In former times it was the. policy of 
the government to dispose outright of 
mineral rights. Industrial develop- 
ment along such lines was in its in- 
cipiency and it was regarded as 
; pfoper. necessary that a broad 
rliberality, should be. practised in or- 


i der’ to.encourage, and. foster the build> 


ing up of such industries. At that 
‘ time:land had but small value and as 
an'ddded inducetient to capital in-
